SOmetime ago I prefcnted the Royal Society with 
a Defcription of two * Arteries, which arifing 
from the Aorta, and fending Branches to the Glanduia 
Remits, then defcend to the Tefticles. And I have 
fince found the fame Arteries in Women, defcending 
in the fame common Capfula with the Spermatid* 
Artery and Vein, to the Ovaria. Thefe Arteries very 
probably are what the late Excellent Amtomlfi.yalfalva, 
took for excretory Duels of the Glandule Renales, 
the Difpofition and Progrefs of thefe being very much 
alike to what has been afcrib'd to thofe fuppofed Duels.
